Otter Creek Township’s first 
high school was the Ellsworth 
School, built on Park Avenue in 
the late 1800s. (North Terre 
Haute was formerly called El- 
Isworth and was the largest 
community within the township.) 

The Ellsworth School was a 
one-story structure with two 
large rooms on either side of a 
center hallway. The grade school 
met in one room and the high 
school in the other. 

But, in the early 1900s, the 
high school was discontinued 
until a new school planned for 12 
grades was built at the site of the 
former Ellsworth School in 1917. 

During construction of the 
building, classes met in various 
places. Anna Henry Creasey, who 
was in the sixth grade at the time 
Otter Creek School was being 
built, went to school in a room 
above Keith’s Grocery Store at 
the southwest corner of Park and 
Fruitridge avenues. Other 
classes met in community 
churches. 

Otter Creek School was the 
educational home of all the 
children in the township from the 
time they entered the first grade 
until they graduated from high 
school. Until the late 1920s, 
grades one through six met on 
the first floor and grades seven 
through 12 on the second floor of 
the school. 

Because the school had no 

y ium;the-boys’basketball 
team practiced on a court in the 
front yard of the school or at Rose 
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Polytechnical Institute at 13th 
and Locust streets in Terre 
Haute — if they could get 
transportation into town. 

Naturally, all games were 
played “away,” so the team never 
had a “home court” advantage. 

But that changed in 1928, 
when what became known as the 
high school building was built 
adjacent to the original school. 
The new building included a 
gymnasium, high school 
classrooms, a study hall and 
library. 

Girls’ home economics classes 
still met in the basement of what 
was now called the grade school 
and the cafeteria, which served 
all 12 grades, also remained in 
the grade school. Until 1948 or 
1949, when a tramway was built 
at the second-story level connect- 
ing the two buildings, students 
had to go outside to move from 
one building to the other. 

Classes were conducted in 
some, outbuildings. beginning in 
the 1940s. A frame building that 
had been a grade school 
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elsewhere in the township was 
moved to the site in 1948 and 
used for art and band classes. It 
now houses a beauty shop and 
apartment. 

After the 1961 reorganization 
that closed Otter Creek High 
School, the building’s ownership 
went to the Vigo County School 
Corp., which used it to store 
maintenance equipment. Trucks 
were driven onto the gym floor 
and the building soon fell into a 
state of disrepair. 


In the early 1980s, the proper- 
ty was bought by HisPlace for use 
as a Christian activity center. 

Now it’s being bought by Jim 
Church, who currently runs two 
soup kitchens for children in 
West Terre Haute and who plans 
to use the former Otter Creek 
High School building to house 
activities for underprivileged 
boys. 


“Tm interested in helping those 


“kids who deserve a shot in life,” 


he, said. “Hopefully, we can get 
some kids marching up and down 
these hallways again.”

Rita Stableton Weeks, 
tor for the Nebraska Division a 
the American Cancer Society, 
lists herself as “Otter Creek ’62.” 


There was, of course, no official 
class of 62 at Otter Creek: 
Countywide reorganization in 
1961 closed the northside 
township’s high school. 

She wrote to reflect on the 
teachers who influenced her at 
Otter Creek. It’s a letter worth 
sharing: 


Roy Laybold, I knew as an 
elementary principal, math 
teacher and gardener. He taught 
us to be conscientious. He also 
taught us how to be calm while 
we shook in our boots. An 
invitation to Mr. Laybold’s office 
always produced a jolt in the 
adrenalin level. The same feeling 
can be reproduced today when 
the boss says, “I'd like to see you 
in my office.” 


Lois Payton was my first 4-H 
leader. She loved her girls. I 
remember only the last few years 
of Lois Payton’s life. I remember 
her resting at her desk before 4- 
H meetings, gathering the 
strength to guide the girls 
through the next few hours 
before her body would wilt under 
the strain as cancer took its toll. 
I visited Lois Payton in her home 
a few weeks before she died, and 


I remember a ‘frail woman, too 
weak to stand, but cheerful as 
always to see her girls. Lois 
Payton taught determination. 


(With) Bob Lemmon, the first 
word that comes to mind is 
“challenge.” Mr. Lemmon 
challenged us to be critical 
thinkers. Mr. Lemmon 
challenged us to defend our 
thoughts and beliefs. He 
challenged us to keep in mind 
that what we did today would 
affect all of our tomorrows. Mr. 
Lemmon challenged us 
challenge ourselves in all that we 
do. He also encouraged us to 
strive for today ... we were not 
too young to make a difference in 


hands in the proper position, 
brain turned on and no more 
than five errors per page! He 
would never allow us to settle for 
work that was not our best effort. 
He taught us to take pride in 
everything that we do. He always 
wore a smile. 


All of the teachers listed above 
played a role in setting me on the 
road to life. In any given day, one 
played a stronger role than 
another. That’s the way the race 
is run: You don’t have to be in the 


to— lead forever. 


These men and women seemed 
at times to have only one thought 
in mind: “Go.” We were guided

Ellen Henderson Slaven 
taught us about energy and 
purposefulness. She encouraged 
us to find life, love, compa- 
nionship and motivation through 
the written word. She taught us 
to look for the opportunity to 
learn in every word that we read. 
Mrs. Slaven taught us that goals 
were marks to strive for along the 
way, not golden trophies to place 
on the shelf. She taught us to 
leave time for fun, to enjoy 
nature.

Laybold is favorite teacher 


“He is one fine gentleman,” one 
person said of Roy Laybold, who 
got the nod at Otter Creek 
graduates’ favorite teacher. 

“Roy Laybold was a friend to 
all in school. As a principal and 
as a teacher, he was always there 
for anyone who needed to talk to 
him. To this day, he still re- 
members us when he sees us and 
always has time for a few words.” 

When Laybold stepped into his 
classroom at Otter Creek in 1929 
as a young man of 24, he had 
already been teaching at Prairie 
Creek for five years. He was to 
finish his career at Otter Creek, 
which he left in 1970 when he 
retired. 

He attributes his move to 
Principal Harold Moore, who had 
been Laybold’s principal at 
Prairie Creek. “He liked my work 
pretty well,” Laybold said during 
a recent interview. 

Laybold played a dual role at 
Otter Creek; he was the elemen- 
tary -school principal and also 
taught math at the high school

level. 

“On top of that,” he recalls, 
“they had me coaching seventh 
and ninth grade basketball and I 
kept the time at all the high 
school basketball games.” 

“When the team went to away 
games,” his wife interjected, “he 
took ’em in our car,” a 1928 
Chevy. 

He also drove children home if 
they missed the bus at the end of 
the school day. 

“That was another one of my 
jobs,” he said as he chuckled. 

Layboltd said he was 
“surprised” at being named the 
favorite teacher. “I thought that 
they’d think of me as more of an 
elementary principal or teacher,” 
he said. “Of course: I taught just 
as much high school.” 

All in all, he says, he liked his 
41 years at Otter Creek. 

“The students and the parents 
es were wonderful. 
Cooperative,” he said. “They 
were just, good: ol’»country, kids.” 
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Perry, U.S. ambassador to 
Burundi, Africa, credits Otter 
Creek High School Principal 
Herbert Lamb with helping her 
achieve that goal. 

And although she hasn’t yet 
been named ambassador to 
Kenya, which she set her sights 
on when she was just a young girl 
living in the Burnett area, she 
has attained what she calls “the 
greatest goal anyone can have... 
to serve others. And I serve the 
world.” 

Her voice had a smile in it as 
it traveled hundreds of miles over 
the telephone lines from her 
home in Bujumbura, a city in 
Burundi, to Terre Haute. 

“From this end looking back, it 
looks easy,” she said. 

She’s originally from the 
Burnett area, born into what she 
described as a poor family with 
nine children. 

“I was born on Armistice Day,” 
she said. “My father always said 
there was a reason for that. He 
had served in World War I and 
instilled in me a belief that I had 
a duty to make the world a better 
place to live in.” 

Another milepost occurred 
when “the newspaper began run- 
ning a series on emerging nations 
that were having serious dif- 
fculties.” 

Kenya was one of those emerg- 
ing nations. “I said at that time, 
34 years ago, that Kenya needed 
a good American ambassador to 
help them out.” 

It was during her college years 
that she “went back to Otter 
Creek, to see the principal, 
Herbert Lamb. ‘There’s more for 
me to do, I.told him, ‘I want to 


— pe an ambassador.’ 


“And he told me exactly what 
I had to do to be an ambassador.” 

Lamb told her to get her 
undergraduate degree in political 
science (she was an art major at 
the time), a master’s in English 
or a foreign language and a 
doctorate in law or a related field. 
Then she was to work overseas 
for five years, for a private firm 
for five years, then in an ad- 
ministrative position at a un- 
iversity for five years. 

She followed his instructions 
— to the letter. Then she realized 
that “the people in Washington 
didn’t know me. So I wrote a 
letter to (then) Vice President 
(George) Bush,” telling him of the 
childhood dream that she had 
pursued so relentlessly. 

Her reward was to be named to 
USAID, an ogey of the U.S. 
Department of State, as head of 
education and human develop- 
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ment for all of Africa. “I traveled 
and I learned and, after: four 
years, I got a call from Mr. 
Reagan.” 

The president told her he was 
naming her ambassador to Sierra 
Leone. 


“I screamed. I danced around. 
People thought Pd gone crazy,” 
she recalled. “It was the realiza- 
tion of a 30-year dream.” 


Turning back to her days at 
Otter Creek, she recalled: “I 
always think so very warmly of 
Otter Creek and those days when 
we had so few worries and 
thought we had a lot. I remember 
the people there who took an 
interest in me and taught me to 
do my best. 


“My one regret was that Mr. 
Lamb died about two years 
before I became an ambassador.”

George O. Nichols is another 
person she remembers with fond- 
ness. “He was my first employer 
and he took a very great chance 
with me,” by giving her a job as 
a cashier and secretary at 
Nichols Investment Corp. 


“In those days,” Perry said, 
“almost nobody put a black in the 
front office.” 


Perry has said that she has 
succeeded “because I set 
achievable goals for myself. You 
must look at goals in terms of 
plateaus to reach.

Former Otter Creek students 
know when they'll be getting 
together with old friends from 
across the years — and from 
across the miles. Since 1975, you 
see, they've gathered in Terre 
Haute for the Otter Creek High 
School All School Reunion, con- 
ducted every five years. 

It all started with Pat Calvert, 
who decided to attempt organiz- 
ing an all-school reunion after 
talking to a number of people 
who had attended their class 
reunions. While they enjoyed 
getting together with friends 
from their class, they often men- 
tioned it would be even better to 
have the opportunity to visit with 
members of other classes as well. 

A planning committee was 
organized and class lists were 
divided among the members in 
hopes that addresses could be 
found for everyone. (Since 1975, 
an address file has been main- 
tained which now contains close 
to 1,500 names and addresses of 
Otter Creek High School stu- 
dents.) 

The rules were simple: 
Anybody who ever attended the 
high school was welcome; it was 
to be conducted in North Terre 
Haute to keep it in the communi- 
ty; retired faculty members were 
invited as honored guests; and it 
was kept as simple and inex- 
pensive as possible. 

And what a success that first 
reunion was! At an early meet- 
ing, Calvert asked committee 
members to estimate how many 
people they believed would at- 
tend.

Hulman Center was the 
answer, although the committee 
held its collective breath waiting 
to see if there would be enough 
reservations to justify the cost.

In 1980, a Sunday afternoon 


social took place at the Markle

day. 

The format has remained the 
same throughout the years: After 
the welcome and invocation, the 
retired faculty members are in- 
troduced. Retired faculty also led 
the way through the serving line 
in the years when dinner was 
served buffet-style. After dinner, 
the roll call of classes is held. 


That roll call has become an 
important tradition. Beginning 
with the Otter Creek Class of 
1964 — the last freshman class t 
at the high school — each year is 1 
called out in descinding order { 
and those attending from that 
class stand for recognition. 


In 1990, members of the 
classes of 1918 through 1929 
were called individually. The 
oldest Otter in attendance is 
given an award.

Otter Creek’s youngest students | 
contribute their part to war effort 


Another common item needed 
for the war effort was milkweed 
pods. 

Early in the war, there was an 
acute shortage of kapok, which 
was produced in the Dutch East 
Indies and used as fill in life 
preservers and aviation jackets. 

The discovery that floss from 
milkweek pods could be used as 
a substitute led to a national 
compaign to collect the pods and, 
in 1944, Vigo County school 
children were asked to be a part 
of the collection program. 

Twenty-five hundred empty 


was killed in action on May 24, 
1945, while on a mission over 
- Tokyo, Japan. 


Thomas S. Shestaek 


Class of 1942: Staff -Sgt. 
Shestack, a tail gunner on a B-24 
Liberator, died in action on Jan.

Class of 1942: Received a foot 
injury. inthe fall of 1943 when a 
land mine exploded near him as 
he operated a landing barge in 
the Pacific combat area. His 
wound became infected and, 
several months later, his leg .was 
amputated. Roy was discharged 
on March 4, 1945, and returned 
home. He became ill a short time 
later and died-on Feb. 2, 1946. 


William Creasey 


Class of 1945: Killed in action 
on March 28, 1945, while 
engaged in combat against the 
enemy 
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mesh bags were distributed to 
local schools by county 
agricultural organizations. 

In Otter Creek, both grade 
school and high school students 
fanned out over the township to 
collect milkweed pods. 

At the time the photo below 
was taken, in late September 
1944, Otter Creek led all other 
schools in the number of bags of 
pods collected.

Dizzy Trout tops with readers 
in poll of best OCHS athletes

The person voted as Otter 
Creek’s best athlete did not 
graduate from the school, but his 
accomplishments on the baseball 
diamond leave no doubt that he 
was the best. 


Dizzy-ing view 


Paul “Dizzy” Trout, born in 
Sandcut on June 29, 1915, left 
Otter Creek . long before his 
senior year to join the Terre 
Haute Three-I League 
professional baseball team. 

He later pitched in the minor 
leagues with teams in In- 
dianapolis, Toledo and Beau- 
mont, Texas, before becoming 


one of the best pitchers in the 


Two Otter Creek High School students flank a larger-than- 
lifesized poster of major league baseballer Dizzy Trout that 
hung on the walls of the school’s gynmasium.

history of the Detroit Tigers. 

Trout won 20 games for the 
Tigers in 1943 and followed up 
that performance with 27 wins 
the next season. His 27-win 
season stood as the -best single- 
season performance in team his- 
tory until Denny McLain won 31 
games in 1968. 

In 1944, Trout was second to 
teammate Hal Newhouser in the 
Most Valuable Player voting. 
Seven of the 10 media voters 
picked Trout first on their ballot, 
but Newhouser received more 
second place votes to edge his 
teammate for the honor. 

According to the 1945 school 
yearbook, Trout’s unusual 
nickname came as a result: of his 
hard work. On days when it was 
too cold or rainy for the other 
players to work out, Trout would 


work out alone. The remark, was_ 


made that Trout was “dizzy” for 
working out in. such bad condi- 
tions and didn’t have enough 
sense to take care of himself. 


His 15-year major league 
career ended in 1957- with 
Baltimore. His career totals were 
a record of 170-161 for a winning 
percentage of 514, an ERA of 
3.23 and 1,256 strikeouts in 
2,725% innings. 

While 1957 marked the end of 
Trout’s baseball career, it also 
marked the birth of his son, 
Steve. 


Steve Trout followed his 
father’s footsteps to the major 
leagues, joining the Chicago 
White Sox in 1978 and playing 
for the Chicago Cubs, New York 
Yankees and Seattle Mariners 
before being released by Seattle 
on June 12, 1989. 

In his career, Steve Trout was 
88-92 with a 4.18 with 656 
strikeouts in 1501% innings. 

Both Trouts saw action in the 
playoffs during their careers. 

“Dizzy” pitched in the World 
Series with Detroit in 1940 and 
1945, compiling a 1-2 record with 
a sparkling 1.72 ERA. Steve, 
meanwhile, won one game in the 
1984 National League Cham- 
Crane Series with the Chicago 

ubs.

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Former manager recalls early days of basketball

Otter Creek High School never 
won a state championship in 
basketball, but Earl Cassidy can 
remember when the Otters de- 
feated a college team. 

Cassidy, a 1930 graduate, was 
basketball manager in 1928, 
before the Otters’ new gym was 
finished. 

In those days, the Otters 
conducted many of their prac- 
tices in the Rose Poly gymnasium 
— when the weather was bad. 
“We practiced a lot outside in the 
schoolyard,” Cassidy told The 
Tribune-Star recently. 

He doesn’t remember the exact 
details of the challenge — a case 
of one team watching the other 
and saying, “Wé can beat these 
guys,” perhaps — but the Otters

finally went up against the 
college boys for a game — and 


won. 

“I think the score was 19-16, 
something like that,” Cassidy 
said. “Either Rose Poly wasn’t too 
good that year, or we were 
exceptionally lucky.” 

Cassidy, who still lives in 
northern Vigo County, re- 
members players like Jim Hart, 
Fred Spence, Carl Snow and Ivan 
Hastings from that ball club. The 
coach, he recalled, was Darrel 
Weir. 


“Most of those boys are gone 
now,” he added sadly. “I think 
there’s only one player and 
myself who are still alive. 

“We were pretty good for a 
little school,” the manager said 
modestly about that team. 

Cassidy might have been a 
player himself, except that he 
only attended Otter Creek for his 


and Cassidy. 
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final three years of high school. 

I moved from another school 
{Rockville}, and the team was 
already established,” he ex- 
plained. Weir understood 
Cassidy’s interest in the game, 
and suggested the manager’s role 
for him. 


“They tell me I was the first 
basketball manager they ever 
had.” Cassidy added. “They’ve 
looked back at the old yearbooks 
and never found another one.” 


Before Cassidy graduated from 
Otter Creek, the gym at the 
secheel was completed. 


“It was the largest gym in the 
county at that time,” he said of 
the 750-seat structure. “I re- 
member we said to ourselves at 
the time, ‘Why do we need a gym 
like that? We’ll never fill it,’ but 
now it would be just a 
crackerbox.”

Some of the work on the facility 
was even done by its eventual 
occupants. 

“We [the team| took a day off 
one day to lay some of the boards 
for the floor and some of the 
bricks for the walls,” Cassidy 


remembered. The former 
manager can remember that day 
as a sentimental gesture now. 
But back then ...? 

“We were just glad ‘to get out 
of school for half a day,” he 
chuckled.

When the Indiana High School 
Basketball Hall of Fame opened 
June 1990 in New Castle, Otter 
Creek High School’s brick was 
proudly on display in the 
courtyard.

Athletes 
in cities all around the state were 
asked to make donations to help 
fund the new museum while, at 
the same time, commemorating 
their high schools in the large, 
front courtyard.

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In Otter Creek, however, a 
number of its athletes, managers, 
cheerleaders and coaches re- 
ached into their pockets and 
showed community spirit in 
honoring their school.

“Reviewing nearly four decades 
of Otter Creek High School 
athletics is a look back at what 
small, rural county high school 
sports were all about. 

One of 10 small Vigo County 
schools that outlined the Terre 
Haute city limits prior to the 
1961 school consolidation, Otter 
Creek — in much the same 
manner as its fellow instutions — 
developed its own rich athletic 
tradition. 

While tourney titles proved as 
illusive to the northern Vigo 
County school as the small otters 
that served as the teams’ mascot, 
the school’s athletic programs 
were not without their share of 
proud moments. 

Otter Creek was founded in the 
early 1900s and did not enter into 
athletics until 1924. Over the 
next 38 years, the school was to 
enjoy its share of success — both 
on the hardwood and the 
diamond. 

Success came early to the 
basketball program as the 1926 
Otter Creek cage squad reached 
the finals of the Wabash Valley 
Tournament. 


What made the early success 
noteworthy for the team led by 
Star Tom Goda and coach Darrell 
Weir was that the Otters ac- 
complished the feat without the 
benefit of having a gymnasium to 
either practice or play in. 

The gymnasium came along 
two years later. Earl Cassidy 
‘Yom the class of 1930 recalled 
how students were allowed out of 
the classroom to help brick the 
welcomed addition. 

Small by today’s standards, the 
new gym was to serve the high 
school weil until its closing in 
1961. 

. With, seating. capacity barely 
~senching. 750, fans, were. never far

from the action. At one end of the 
small court was the stage which 
provided space for the pep band 
and limited seating for a select 
few. 

It was a combination that 
provided more than its share of 
interesting evenings for school 
officials and opposing players 
alike. 

The 1938 basketball team com- 
piled an impressive record by 
losing only one regular season 
contest — and that by a single 
point. Joe Shestack led the Ot- 
ters that year with Jim Carr 
handling the coaching chores. 
Carr would later go on to a 
successful coaching career at 
Rose Poly. 

The 1949-50 and 50-51 seasons 
produced what many believe was 
the finest basketball team in 
school history. Under the 
leadership of coach Joe Short, the 
Otters rightfully gained the re- 
putation as a power to reckon 
with on the hardwood. 


As fortune would have it, 
however, the county was blessed 
with another basketball power 
during the same time span. 

Cross-county rival Glenn High 
School proved to be a stumbling 
block for the Otters, who won 13 
of 16 during the 1950-51 cam- 
paign. Two of the losses came at 
the hands of the Pirates in 
Wabash Valley and state tourney 
play. 

The powerful Pirates advanced 
to the Semi-State that year, 
leaving the Otters — and their 
starting lineup of Homer 
Easthom, Dave Boner, Frank 
Early, Norm King and Jim 
Easthom — little to be ashamed 
of. 

With Paul “Shorty” Thomas at 
the helm, the Otters garnered 
their share of county titles in the 
late 50s and early ‘60s, with 
players such as Rick Huber. Don 
Hurst, Dale Keys and. David 
Stone leading the way. i 
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It was the 1958 squad that 
advanced the farthest of any 
Otter Creek team in state 
tourney play. 

After having disposed of county 
rivals Glenn and Honey Creek in 
impressive fashion, the Otters 
reached the title game against 
city rival Gerstmeyer. 

The Black Cats were coming off 
one of the greastest upsets in 
tourney history in their defeat of 
a powerful Garfield ball club. The 
Otters’ hopes of an upset were 
turned back by the hot-shooting 
Cats 81-55. 

The final two basketball 
seasons at Otter Creek produced 
impressive-win-loss records but, 
unfortunately, no tourney titles. 


In the 1959-60 season, the 
Otters were co-county champions 
as Jim Hochstetler, Alex Kosarko 
and Keith Gossard led the team 
to a sparkling 17-4 season mark. 

The final year of competition 
for the Otters generated a 16-5 
record. One of the biggest wins 
came against Garfield — the 
school that many of the Otter 
Creek students would attend the 
following the year. 

With a number of talented 
underclassmen on the 1960-61 
team, many believed the follow- 
ing year would have produced 
one of the finest basketball teams 
in school history. Consolidation, 
however, sadly erased those 
dreams. 

Three players from that team 
— Skip Greenleaf, Jack Sanders 
and Bill Morris — were to later 
go on and play a key role in 
Garfield’s trip to the State Finals 
in 1963. 

lronically, the trio was given 
the opportunity to use the new 
gym that would have served the 
former O.C.H.S. when Garfield 
conducted a practice session in 
the new facility prior to compet- 
ing in the state finals. 

With. many. of „record books 
missing, it’s impossible to say 


who the school’s all-time leading 
scorer might have been, but 
when the subject comes up, the 
names of Homer Easthom and 
Jim Hochstetler are most fre- 
quently mentioned. 

Although track and field was 
the first sport at the school, it 
existed sporadically throughout 
the years. 

The addition of Jerry Eder to 
the coaching staff in 1958 re- 
sulted in an upswing in the 
fortunes of both the cross-country 
and track teams. 

The Otters captured their first 
county track crown in 1960, 
snapping Concannon’s 
dominance in the sport. 

Anchoring the team’s title ef- 
forts was Cleytus Malone, who 
enjoyed an undefeated campaign 
in the quarter mile, Raymond 
Thomas and Mike Callecod in the 
low hurdles, Charles Martin in 
the high hurdles and LeRoy 
Highsmith in the high jump. 

Ed Shounk established a 
school cross-country record in 
1960, which served as a 
springboard for a number of 
underclassmen who were to later 
excell in the sport. 

A talented freshman class con- 
sisting of John King, Don 
Chisler, Dean Fiess, Frank Bell 
and Warren Soules registered 
victories over Tech, Garfield, 
Schulte, West Vigo and Brazil. 

They later went on to make 
major contributions at Garfield. 
Eder, too, moved on to Garfield 
following consolidation. 

On the diamond, Otter Creek 
teams were to enjoy a measure of 
success over the years. 

The 1948-49 and 1950-51 
teams produced county cham- 
pionships with Joe Short as coach 
and a talented battery that 
ranked as one of the finest in the 
state. 

With Jim Cundiff on the 
mound and Jim Easthom behind 
the plate, the Otters posted an 
impressive 19-1 mark in the 
1948-49 school year. 

Short was to term the pair the 
finest pitcher-catcher combina- 
tion in Western Indiana. The 
hard-throwing Cundiff caught 
the eye of many pro scouts and 
later went on to play semi-pro 
ball. 

With Paul Thomas as coach, 
the Otters won the county fall 
league championship with a 10-1 
mark in the 1958-59 season. 


Another county crown followed 
the next season. 
The final basebal! team in the

shool’s history was one of its 
finest. With wins over city rivals 
Garfield, Wiley and Schulte 
already under their belts, the 
Otters closed out the season 
against Gerstmeyer. 

In what was to be the final 
athletic event in the schools 
history. the Otters went up 
against an undefeated Tech ball 
club that had future major 
leaguer Tommy John in its 
lineup. 

With freshman Randy Stimac 
on the mound, the Otters jumped 
out to an early lead on home runs 
by Chuck Carlson and Mike 
Sturm. Tech rallied to knot the 
score, only to have the Otters 
push across the winning run in 
the sixth inning on consective 
hits by Stimac, Jack Sanders and 
Don Lewzader. 

The proud victors of a 3-2 
contest at Spencer Field on that 
spring afternoon was a blend of 
seniors and underclassmen who 
couldn’t have brought down the 
curtain on the school’s sports 
history in finer fashion. 

From an individual standpoint, 
the school produced its share of 
outstanding athletes. 

Major leaguer Dizzy Trout may 
be the best-known Otter Creek 
athlete but, when it came to an 
all-around outstanding athlete, 
several names surface, such as 
Jim Easthom in baseball and 
basketball, Jim Cundiff and 
Chuck Carlson in baseball. Jim 
Hochstetler, Tom Goda, Rick 
Huber and Homer Easthom in 
basketball, Skip Greenleaf and 
Bill Morris in both basketball 
and baseball and Jack Johnson in 
track. 

The finest athlete probably 
ever to wear the purple and gold 
was also one of the school’s finest 
educators. 

Fred Spence starred in basket- 
ball, baseball and track at the 
school and later went to school at 
Indiana State Teachers College. 

Spence captained his college’s 
1933 football team, where he 
played halfback and was the 
recipient of the prestigous Big 
Wood Award. 


As a pitcher for the Sycamores, 
he registered a one-hitter against 
Ball State and was winner of the 
Gillum Award in 1934. 

A winner of nine letters in 
three sports at Indiana State, 
Spence later returned to his high 
school to serve as both a teacher 
and coach.

In the 
bottom photo, there were no laurel leaves, 
but there were plenty of kudos as the team 
and some of its supporters enjoyed the fruits 
of their labors at a victory banquet. 
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Otter Creek High School was 
on top of the world during the fall 
of 1948, for that was the autumn 
that saw the Otters win the 
county baseball championship, 
defeating the Valley Bobcats two 
games in the championship 
series following a 6 and 1 season. 

The Otters’ only loss that fall 
was a non-league game in which 
Valley defeated Otter Creek 4-2. 

Here’s how league play 
progressed during that season 43 
years ago: 

Sept. 7: Jim Cundiff hurled a 
no-hitter, striking out 17 batters 
to defeat Riley 10-1. Cundiff also 
contributed two triples and two 
singles to the game. 

Sept: 10: John Blair fanned 11 
batters when Otter Creek de- 
feated Blackhawk 21-3. 

Sept. 14: Dick Musselman got 
three hits as the Otters downed 
Fontanet 7-1, racking up their 
third victory of the season. 

Sept. 15: John Blair and Jerry 
McDaniel each had two hits as 
the Otters defeated Honey Creek 
11-2. 

Sept. 17: Dave Boner tripled 
and singled and Dick Musselman 
and Jim Cundiff had two singles 
each as Otter Creek defeated the 
Pimento Peppers 12-0. 

Sept. 22: Jim Cundiff threw a 
one-hitter, striking out 13 batters 
in a 7-0 victory over Glenn. 

With that victory over Glenn, 
Otter Creek became the Eastern 
Division champs of Vigo County. 
The Valley Bobcats earned the 
Western Division title by defeat- 
ing Prairie Creek. 

Then came the county tourna- 
ment. 

On Sept. 24, Otter Creek 
blanked Valley 5-0 as Chuck 
Gehring gave up only three hits 
and Jim Easthom contributed a 
double. 

On Sept. 27, Jim Cundiff no- 
hit pitching performance led the 
Otter Creek High School Otters 
to the Vigo County Baseball 
Championship as the Otters de- 
feated Valley 8-0. Cundiff also 


contributed a single and a triple 
to the effort. 


The rest of the story 


On Sept. 27, 1948, at about 
3:30 p.m., the Otters and the 
Bobcats met on the North Terre 
Haute diamond at Elm Grove for 
the second game of the series; the 
game that would determine the 
County Champs for the year. 

This was actually the third 
meeting of the season for the two 
teams. They had met earlier in 
September for a non-league game 
and the defending County Cham- 
pion Bobcats had defeated the 
Otters — and its pitcher, Chuck 
Gehring — by a score of 4-2. 

But on Sept. 24, in the first 
game of the championship series 
at the Valley diamond, Otter 
Creek Coach Joe Short came 
right back with Gehring. Gehring 
responded to the challenge by 
twirling a nifty 3-hitter to defeat 
the hard-hitting defending 
champs 5-0. 

With that win, the Otters were 
virtually assured. the cham- 
pionship because, in the next 
game, they were going with their 
ace, Jim Cundiff — recognized as 
the best high school pitcher in 
this part of Indiana. 

In fact, the story behind the 
story is not who would win the 
game, but whether or not Cundiff 
could no-hit the offensively tough 
Bobcats. 

Chuck Gehring, a teammate of 
Cundiff's — and his classmate for 
12 years — never doubted the 
pitcher’s ability for a minute. 

Approaching the Valley 
players, he bet five dollars that 
the Otters would not only win the 
game, but that Cundiff would 
pitch a no-hitter. 

And that’s just what happened. 
With the championship — and 
Gehring’s five bucks — on the 
line, Jim Cundiff did not allow 
one hit as Otter Creek won the 
game, and the championship, by 
a score of 8-0. 


Remember . . . Fontanet

In 1958, Otter Creek High 
School’s basketball team finished 
as runner-up in the Terre Haute 
Sectional, and that’s the farthest 
the Otters ever advanced in state 
tourney competition. 


That was the sectional in 
which Gerstmeyer had upset No. 
2-ranked Garfield in the Satur- 
day afternoon round and then 
played Otter Creek that night for 
the championship. 

Otter Creek tried gamely 
against the team that featured 
such talent as Charlie Hall, Ray 
Goddard, Dick Lawson, and 
Steve Newton, but’ the Otters 
were beaten 81-55. 

So if no Otter Creek coach ever 
had the pleasure of cutting down 
the nets, one might think there 
were no highlights in the athletic 
history of the Otters. 


Wrong! 

The coaches at Otter Creek 
had to be satisfied - with an- 
occasional upset, but some of 
those were ever so sweet. 

Otter Creek’s first basketball 
team took the floor in 1926, and 
the coach of that squad was 
Darrell Weir. Following as the 
Otters’ coaches were Tommy 
Goda, Jim Carr, Fred Spence, 
Jack Williams, Joe Short, Lee 
Loveall and Paul “Shorty” 
Thomas. 


Carr left Otter Creek for a long 
career as the basketball coach at 
Rose-Hulman Institute of 
Technology, then known as Rose 
Poly. 


Williams moved on to coach 
Glenn, and Thomas had come to 
Otter Creek after a successful 
stay at nearby Farmersburg, 
where he coached the Plowboys 


all its years 


to a sectional championship in 
1954. 


One of Otter Creek’s most 
savored upsets was a 22-19 
victory over Terre Haute Wiley in 
the 1941 sectional. Carr was the 
coach of that team, and he made 
full use of the size and shooting 
touch of big Joe O'Rourke, whose 
bulk and rebounding was toc 
much for the much smaller Red 
Streaks to handle. 

Another Otter Creek victory 
over Wiley was recorded in 1949, 
but this one was in a scheduled 
game in the Wiley gym. Short 
was the coach of that Otter Creek 
team, and the final margin was 
more than 20 points as the Otters 
could do nothing wrong. 

Wiley Coach Norm Cottom’s 
first words to Short after that 
game were, “Well, Joe, I’m sorry 
we couldn’t give you a better 
game.” That was a rare con- 
fession coming from the coach of 
the largest high school in Vigo 
County. 


Short was so pleased with the 
outcome of that game he was 
moved to plead with Cottom to 
play the next year’s game in the 
Otter Creek gym. He was not, 
however, successful with that 
request. 


The best record ever recorded 
by an Otter Creek coach? How 
about 1.000? That was the win- 
ning percentage of Jerry Eder, 
believe it or not. Eder, an 
assistant, had to fill in for an 
ailing Thomas one night, won the 
game, and finished his career 
with a record of 1-0. 

It’s also been recorded that the 
final athletic event in Otter 
Creek’s history was a 3-2 victory 
over Gerstmeyer in a baseball 
game at Spencer F. Ball Park in 
1961. 


The Otters must have 
celebrated that one long and 
lustily.
